A Talk With the Colonel on Its Fate in 
Congress~ He" Thinks the Country 
Needs Just Sach a Measure.

W asurnotoy, February 5.—[Special.]— Col- 
one! (‘andier is the worker of the Georgia del- 
egation and can never be found idling away 
the time. Even today he has been at work 
and has prepared a bill to refund all out stand- 
ing four per cent bonds of the United States 
attwoandahalf per cent, which he wil! in- 
trod:ce in the house tomorrow. The substance 
of tie bill is to authorize the secretary of the 
treasury to receive any bonds of the United 
States bearing interest at four per cent, and to 
jagsuc in exchange therefor an equal amount of 
registered bonds of the United States of the 
devo inations of fifty, one hundred, five hun- 
dred, one thousand, five thousand, ten thou- 
gand and fifty thousand, bearing interest at 24 
per cent., said twoand a half percent bonds to 
be issved in exchange for four per cent. bonds, 

hich shall be payable after July, 

in exchange. The secretary of 
treasury is authorized to pay a 

gum, provided that when the two and a 

haif per cent bonds are called for redemption 

after maturity, they shall be called in reverse 

order tothatin which they are presented in 

exchange for outstanding four per cent bonds, 

as siiall be equal to the aggregate present 
worth of the quarter yearly payments of inter-. 
est. from which the United States is released 

by sich exchange; all interest, in ascertaining 
gaid present worth, being computed at the rate 
of (liree per cent per anuum, reinvested quar- 
tgriy. The two and a half per cent bonds 
sha!! be exempt from the payment of all taxes 
and duties of the United States, and from tax- 
ation in any form by state, municipal or loca] 

authority. The secretary of the treasury is 
autho-ized to apply any money at his -disposal 
for the payment of the bonded debt to the pay- 
ment of bonds not due, as will in his judgment 
cause the greatest saving of interest. Nothing 
in the act shall be construed to authorize an 
increase of the bonded debt of the United 
DPtates. 

Mr. Candler says he has two reason for intro- 
ducing this bill. One for the purpose of reduc- 
ing interest from four totwo and a half per 
cent, at which, he thinks, the bonds will still 
conuuand par, and more than par, and the 
other, for the reason thatin making the ex 
change it will get out of the treasury about 
450,000,000 now withdrawn and out of the 
channe)s of trade. In speaking of its probable 
passage, he said: ‘I don’t know whether 
it will Pass this congress, but 
it will pass, for it ia the true policy. There is 
no use in this government Keeping her bonds 
floating at four per cent, when two and a half 
commands a premium. 

The bill be referred tothe ways and means 
committee, and it will probably be some time 
before they can consider it, owing to the fact 
that ali their efforts are being centered on the 
tariff bill, which they will introduce in the 
dim and distant future. There is, however, a 
stronz sentiment in the house in favor of a bill 
af this kind, bufit is impossible tacay how the 
committee will stand.

GRAVE ROBBERS ARRESTED 


Strange History of an Old Hagand a Notori- 
ous Gang in Washington, 

WasnIncton, February 5.—A gang of grave 
robbers have been discovered and arrested 
here, one of whose leaders, as alleged, is a man 
known as Percy Brown, whoclaims to be 8 
vears old. They have had a rendezvous in the 
northeastern part ofthe city, where a cellar 
was constructed as a vault to keep the bodies 
in. The brains of the gang,it is said, were 
furnished by a hag 78 years old, Maud Brown, 
as she calls herseif. Ifthere ha been any- 
thing lacking to add another degree of horror 
to the trafiic in bodies, it was certainly sup- 
plied by the appearance of this woman. Her 
face Was concave on one side and convex on 
the other. Her nose was long and thin, her 
lips sunken, both eyes sightless. She wore a 
faded black dress with an immense white rib- 
bon tied in a bow about her lean and wrinkled 
neck. 

She gives a history of herself, which if true, 
as her evident intelligence and culture would 
seem to indicate, is as wonderful as any fiction 
which human imagination has yet produced, 
The story is in part borne out by documentary 
evidence and partly by the woman’s conduct, 
and is related by herself in substance as fol- 
lows: 

She was born in Russia of wealthy parents, 
and at the age of 8 years was betrothed to the 

resident of the Royal Medical college at St. 
Puternioaee, where her brother Percy was then 
a medical student. The president of the cob 
lege, who was seventy-five years of age when 
she married him, took charge of her education 
and she grew up about the college, perfectly 
familiar with the dissecting room and the 
hodies which were sureptitiouslv brought there. 
When she was left a widow, at seventeen, she 
was not only a cultured woman, but had the 
reputation of being the best English scholar in 
St. Petersburg. This fact soon brought her 
into public notice. 

The Crimean war broke oat,and the girl, 
asleep in her brother’s house, wasawakened one 
night by hearing a conversation between Gen- 
eral Gortschakoff and her brother at the door 
of the house. ‘‘You cannot want my sister,’’ 
said Perey. ‘‘I dowant her,’’ said the gen- 
eral; ‘‘she is the daughter of Russia, and when 
Russia calls for her daughters, she must be 
obeyed.’’ Hearing this,the Lady Mand, as 
she still styles herself, arose and joined the 
two men, and General Gortschakoff explained 
to her that shefwas wanted immediately at the 
front to}translate the enemy’s dispatches, 
‘‘Weare intercepting any quantity of them.’’ 
said the general, ‘but we can’t read their 
beastly language.”’ 

Accordingly, the Lady Maud was taken to 
the front and stationed there to read the 

Cnglish dispatches, and one day while she was 
translating some of them to the Prince Michae!} 
a shell burst overhead, mutilating her face and 
putting out one of her eyes. Having un- 
usually strong nerves, she did not lose. con- 
sciousness on account of this accident, and so 
was able to hear the prince exclaim: ‘Great 
(cod, L intended to marry this girl!’’ The ac- 
cident, however, made her blind, and she was 
sent to Leipsic, Germany, where she was 
treated by the most eminent Oculist, and in 
two years recovered the sight of one eye. 

For her braveyy on this occasion, the Rus- 
sian government gave the Lady Maud a pen- 
sion of fifteen rublesa day. After recovering 
her sight, she returned to St. Petersburg, 
where she lived in splendor with her brother 
until the death of the Czar Nicholas, when 
they were suspected of being hostile to the 
succeeding sovereign, and were forced to leave 
the country. Then they came to Amefica, 
where Percy’s talents soon established him in 
the lucrative business of a ‘‘resurrectionist,’’ 
in which he was aided by his sister. 

Twenty years ago they came to this city, and 
here, it is said, they organized with Dr. 
Christian the most notorious gang of grave- 
robbers that was ever known in the district. 
They not only supplied the local colleges, but 
sent subjects ali over the country. In 1876, 
however, the gang was broken up by the po- 
lice, and since then Percy and Maud have car- 
ried on the business in a smaller way. Her 
part of the work was to go to funerals and fol- 
low the corpse to the grave, and afterward 

direct the body-snatchers to the spot. All the 
‘“resurrectionists’’ who have been arrested are 
still held, but as noevidence has been obtained 
which could convict them they will probably 
be released. 
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BOLD BURGLARS, 
They Even Invade the Chief of Police’s Resi- 
dence. 

SAN Francisco, February 5.-—[Special.}]— 
Burglaries have been of almost nightly oceur- 
rence in the western addition, one of the most 
fashionable quarters of the city, and the resi- 
dents have appealed to the chiet of police for 
additional protection. Chief Crowly has evi- 
dently come to the conclusion that something 
must be done, asa bold burgiar,a few nights 
ago, entered his own house, while he was 
asleep, and stole $1,500 worthof jewelry from 
his wife’s room. Mrs. Crewly was aroused 
justin timeto see the theif jumping from 
afront window. She alarmed the chief, but 
the burglar escaped with the booty, and no 
clew has yet been obtained to him. The story 
of the robbery was Kept very secret, as the 
chief did not relish the practical joke played 
on him by the burglar. 


Cut His Father's Throat.

Yesterday, at Greenville, John Page was as- 
saulted by his seventeen-year-old son, and the 
latter cut bis father’s throat, causing very 
severg injury. The lad had an infectious dis- 
ease. The father had ordered the son not to 
visit him until well. The boy disobeyed, 
whereupon the father rebuked him. This in- 
furiated the young fiend, and he instantly 
sprang at his father and cut-his throat and 
on him down, and would have killed him 
had not his mother and sister interposed. -

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TO BE CONVERTED INTO A MUSEUM 


in Time for the Republican National Con. 
vention—What the Managers of the 
’roject Have to Say. 

CHicaco, lil., February 5.—A new departare 
in the line of relic worship has been taken in 
this city. Preliminary steps for the formation 
of a corporation, whose object is the purchase 
and removal to this city of the famous Libby 
prison, ofjfRichmond, Va., were taken here yes- 
terday. The gentlemen who figure as cout- 
missioners, and who are instrumental! in or- 
ganizing and developing the scheme, are; 
Messrs. William H. Gray, Josiah Craig, John 
A. Crawford and Charles M. Miller, all Chi- 
cago men. ~The company will have a capital 
of $400,000, and it is understood that all the 
stock has already been applied for. The his- 
tory of the enterprise is best told in the words 
of Mr. Gray, to whom is due the credit for its 
inception: 

‘‘Last November,”’ said he, “when J was 
traveling through eastern Virginia with Judge 
Moore, of Toledo, we met on the road to Old 
Point Comfort and Richmond; Colonel Barnes, 
a former officer in the confederate ariny. in 
the course of a conversation of the events of 
the war freference was made to the old Libby 
prison, and it occurred to me that it would be 
a soodidea to purchase the building and 
transport it to Chicago. I took Colonel 
Barnes into my confidence, and asked him to 
ascertain if the property could be purchased. 
Shortly after my return I received a letter 
from Paulings & Rose, real estate dealers in 
Richmond, stating that the old prison was now 
the property of the Southern Fertilizing com- 
pany, and that it could be purchased for $25,- 
000. At my request, Mr J. A. Crawford,general 
superintendent of the} Chicago Towing com- 
pany went to Richmond and looked over the 
ground, and investigated the possibility of 
moving the building. He returned full of en- 
thusiasm for the enterprise. Some fnrther 
correspondence with the real estate firm men- 
tioned resulted in their obtaini:g for me an 
option for thirty days on the property. Ihave 
consulted with architects, and they inform me 
itcan be taken down. removed to this city 
andrebuilt just as it now stands. We, that 
is the company, propose to number every brick, 
stone and shingle. The building will be taken 
down in sections, and the material will be 
boxed up and transported by rail to Chicago. 
We will carefully draw every nail that has 
not rusted away. We will bring up the mor- 
tar to use it asfaras possible in rebuilding. 
Every beam, joist,door, and window will be set 
in place. The enterprise will cost about 
$200,000. We will surround it with another 
building 200 by 100 feet, with a 
glass roof, and on the wall opposite the rear of 
the prison we will have painted a panoramic 
view of James river andthe country beyond. 
We will get a site that will be convenient to 
the center of the city and easy of access. We 
estimate that the cost will be divided in this 
way: For buildings, $25,000; for ttearing 
down and _ boxing, $10,000; for freight, 
$1,000; for reconstruction, $23,000; for site, 
$60,000; inclosing the building, $75,000, If we 
cannot buy the lot we want, we will iease it. 
It is ourintention to make an elaborate col- 
lection of relics of the rebellion—in fact, make 
it a perfect museum. 
building will be closed this manth. 
to get early possession of the old 
of Libby & Son, and have this 
portion rebuilt in time for the republican na- 
tional convention next June. As far as it is 
possible we will complete the building of the 
remainder of the prison, lam informed that 
up to two years ago, when the property came 
into the possession of the;Southern Fertilizing 
company, the Richmond authorities had to 
keep a guard around it to keey off relic hun- 
ters, who would have torn it to pieces. I have 
been informed that someof the Richmond 
people may kick, but it will do them no good.” 

Josiah Cratty, one of the incorporators in 
talking of the scheme, said: 

“It should be understood that there is no 
idea of waving the bloody shirt in this.

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ALL QUIET AT SHENANDOAH. 


Miners Discussing the Situation—Going to 
the Poor Houses. 


SHENANDOAH, Pa., February 5.— Nothing has 
ret occurred to break the peace of the Sabbath 
iere. The rioting Poles have kept themselves 
in saloons, that are their headquarters, drink- 
ing and discussing their plans for tomorrow. 
It is currently understood that they do not pro- 
pose to allow anybody to work at cither the 
Leading or jindividual collieries either at 
“dead’’ or other work, if they can stop it. 
They believe, too, that they have power to 
prevent it and boast that the moral support of 
many others is at their back, and that labor 
agitators have approved their acts 

Reaping, Pa., February 5,—The shutting 
down of so many furnaces for wantof coal, has 
caused misery in an unexpected quarter. 
There being no demand for many of the iron 
ore minestalong thefeast Pennsylvania railroad, 
they have closed down. The miners who have 
large families, received but 75 to 90 cents per 
day, and consequently even when working are 
in almost abject poverty. About thirty of 
them with their families have been compelled 
to seek admittance to the Berk and Lehigh 
poorhouses unti work is resumed. 

Members of the local National Guard com- 
panies have lingered about their armories all 
day speculating as to the future and awaiting 
developments, and the opinion is quite untl- 
versal among them that before order is perma- 
nently restored they will be called into active 
service. Sheriff Dubby  tonigit issued 
a proclamation reciting the Shen- 
andoah disturbances, cautioning the turbulent 
element to desist under pain of por 
ties of the law, and calling upon all good citi- 
zens of the county to support and assist him in 
the maintenance of peace. This legal for- 
mality is likely to have little practical effect 
upon the unruly element, but in the event of 
any further outbreak tomorrow, it will proba- 
bly be followed by sharper and sterner meas- 
ures.

Appeal to the Aathorities.*

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Then Was a Boy Shot Dead By 
a Union Soldier.

THIS OCCURRED OVER 26 YEARS AGO. 


And the Man Who Did the Shooting to Pe 
Tried in March-A RKe- 
markable Case. 


; Lovuisvitie, Ky., February 5.—The mills of 
justice are grinding exceedingly slow in the 
case of J. Logan Sigman. He is yet to be 
tried fer the murder of William Higgin- 
botam, a sixteen-year-old boy, in September, 
LS61. 

The case is a remarkable one in many re- 
spects, and the more so because of the inter- 
est which tlhe Grand Army of the Republic 
has taken in Sigman, who belongs to that or- 
ganization. The boy whom he killed was a 
southern sympathizer, and the sole motive for 
the deed, itis charged, was the fact thatat 
the moment of the kiliing he was hurrahing 
for Jeff Davis. At that time, how ver, Sig- 
man was not in the federal army, but he- 
longed to a body of home guards. The guards 
were a loyal organization, but it has always 
been charged that the particular bedy to 
which Sigman belonged used its semi-military 
character as a cloak for indiscriminate ma- 
rauding. After the murder, he joined a de- 
tachment of the regular army. 

To auswer for the murder of a quarter ofa 
century's standing, Sigman was brought back 
from Missouri in February, 15865. He had re- 
sided there for many years, having wandered 
thither from Indiana and [Minois. In each of 
the latter states he had resided for a time for 
the purpose, the prosecution claims, of avoid- 
ing trial. He had been arrested immediately 
after the killing, and, upon an examining trial 
before Jndge B. K. Bethuram, was committed 
to jail without bail. Those were the troubled 
times of the war, however, and upon one pre- 
textand another, the final trial was postponed. 
In 1562 General Kirby Smith and his confeder- 
ate raiders were passing through the state a 
conquering host, and to keep the prisoners ont 
of his hands, all were liberated by Judge CGran- 
ville Pearl, who succeeded Juge Bethuram. 

Sigman had then become a private in the 
Fourteenth Kentucky cavalry, and in some 
way the case was finally stricken off the 
docket. He was discharged from the army in 
1866, bat he did not;

In the mean- 
time, however, the Llieginbothams had like- 
wise removed from the state. It was not until 
i870 that at the instance of S. M. Higgin- 
botham, a brother of the deceased, the case was 
taken up again. The Rockecastle grand jury 
found an indictment against Sigman in Octo- 
ber of that year, and this was filed away with 
leave to reinstate. It was restored tothe circuit 
court docket in January, 18586, and in the fol- 
lowing month the slayer of young Higgin- 
botham was brought back to answer for his 
early crime. ‘he case was continued. however, 
from time totime, and finally resulted in a 
hung jury. The prisoner was released on bail, 
and now resides in Kansas. His case was 
avain set for trial on January {0th last, but 
was once more continued until the March 
termi. 

The killing was witnessed by several per- 
sons, but of these only Godfrey Isaacs is now 
living. He is an ex-mmion solkldicr anda pau- 
per, and is the defense’s main witness. He is 
a tall, zaunnt mountaineer, six feet four inches 
in height. and has tomy claimed to be an inve- 
lid, though fie says lis memory of the occur- 
rence is notin the shightest impaired. Natu- 
rally hissympathies are with the prisoner, as 
they were neighbors before the war, and after- 
ward served in the ranks together. 

The circumstances of the killing as shown 
bv the court records make out a very unusual 
case. The Higginbotham family were resi- 
dents of Garrard county, and William, a well- 
gruwn lad for his age, was sent to Rockcastle 
to buy up lard kegs for his brother. On the 
fatal morning in September, 161, he and 
another boy, named Mauphin, were riding 
down the road toward Roundstone, a small vil- 
lage. ‘They had to pass the house of John 
Peyton, a brother-in-law of Sigman, who was 
staying with him. The community was a

strongly loyal one, and as the boys had heard 


of threats being ndde against southern sympa- 
thizers, Mauphin was too much frightened to 
proceed. The other laughed at his fears and 
valloped down the road toward the house,

A NEW RING IN WHISKY. 


A Cup That Exhilarates But Dees Not In 
toxicate, 
From the New York Commercial Adve:tiscr, 

A gentlgman who has an office on Park 
street is in a position to settle the temperance issue 
to the satisfaction of both Henry W. Grady and 
Evan P. Howell. Politicians who lie awake nights 
scheming to lure the bluc ribbon men and the liquor 
dealers into this party williind in this geentleman a 
Moses to lead them out of the wilderness, He pos- 
sesses the secret of chiminating the intoxicating 
properties from whisky. When the whisky drink- 
er hears of this device heisapt to scoff at the in- 
ventor, having an old-fashioned bias in favor of 
Sour Mash, Old Crow, and other varieties of plain 
whisky. A non-intoxicant means to him a non- 
exhilarant. This is where he errs in the case of the 
whisky produced by the Park place]gentieman. He 
claims for it thatit will set all the pulses of the 
drinker bounding without making him zealous to 
mop up the sidewalk with his friends, or to find it 
dificult to beat to windward in d publie thorough- 
fare. 

This moriing the inventor of the new elixir 
plained how he produced it. He exhibited a large 
glass jar fullot what was, apparently, whisky, with 
a suspension of a spongy substance in it. 

‘In the making of whisky,”’ he said, “‘the starch 
is first taken from the grain by filtration. Then it 
is converted by chemical process into sugar and still 
furtherinto alcohol. Aleehol isthe oxide of the 
hydrate of ether orethyi. This fluid contains a gum 
which, mixed with the ether, forms what is known 
as fusiloil. Whenthe peér-ected whisky is drunk 
the fusil oi], or varnish, passes intothe stomach, 
and the ether mountsto the brain and intoxi- 
cates. Now, by a chemical proccss, | distill this 
whisky, which you see in this glass, so that the 
ether passes off, leaving the fusil oils or gums in 
suspension. Inthe bottom of the jar you will cb- 
serve a thick brown sediment. This is what every 
man drinks when he calls for whisky over a bar, 
and he would be horrified toknow it. Having re- 
moved the ether, I filter this fluid and free it from 
the oil. The drink now has the same heating and 
exhilaiating properties as before, but it is absolute- 
ly pure and will not muddle the brain. You 
may indulge init all you please and it will not 
redden your nose or bring you to the poorhouse. 
Friends of mine who use to drink the old brands 
with more or less abat.don have now given them- 
selves up to this new variety without bad results. 
In fact, a consumptive gentleman across the way 
thinks he is getting new life while he drinks. I do 
not attempt to push the invention, because I should 
ouly be laughed at for my pains. The whisky it 
makes is good enough for me, and scoffers can go on 
loading themselve up with ether and fusil oil if they 
want to. I have to confess that the new beverage is 
decidedly unpopular.”

Eprirors Constirution: I am not an old 
man, but lean remember when the Presbyterian 
denomination of the state had complete control of 
the education of the state, and when the State uni- 
versity was as decidedly Presbyterian as ifit had been 
a denominational college. In the lapse of years al! 
this has been changed. The \ etbodists have an in” 
stitution at Oxford, which in its patronage out- 
strips the State university. The Baptists have a 
denominationa! college at Macon, which in all the 
elements of an institution of learning and of an in. 
stitution to prepare Georgia youths for the serious 
business of life rivals the State university. Tre 
Presbyterians have nocollege in the state, Ogle- 
thorpe university survived the war but a few years, 
and now the boys of Presbyterian families must 
leave the state to be edueated or go 
to the State uni versity, to which there are many ob- 
jections, or go to institutions which teach a doctrine 
and a church polity opposed to those which they 
have learned at home. What will the Presbyteri- 
ans of Atlanta do about it? What will the Presbyte- 
rians of Georgia do aboutit? How long will they 
rest in indifference and inactivity? How long will 
they permit the Presbyterian church to be out- 
stripped and distancedin the race of progress, in 
the educational facilities furnished to the youth of 
their denomination.

TRYING TO STOP IT. 


The Dehorning of Cattle in the Ranches of 
the West. 
From the Milwaukee Sentinel. 

Superintendent Whitehead, of the Humane 
society, is seeking an efficient method.of stopping 
the crue] Gehorning of cattle. a custom which is 
growing in this State. 

“The professed object of this amputation is to 
prevent cattle from inflicting injuries with their 
borns, butany one who cannot protect himself 
against a cow oreyen a bull without resorting to 
surgery isapttobe m poor sort of a stcek-raiser,” 
said Mr. Whitehead. ‘“‘And, as for that, I bave 
never known more pugnacious animals than 
‘mooly’ bulls. The fact, I believe, is that the 
greedy eattleman is counting solely on the square 
feet of room he will save by avoiding roping his 
siock.’’ 

The operation is performed with an ordinary saw. 
Cut through the quick pith, the animal's head 
bleeds profusely for days, and the pain must be 
intense, 

“Itisacruel attempt to convert a herd of cattle 
into a flock of sheep,’ continued Mr. Whitehead. 
“The origin of the custom in Wisconsin and Illinois 
wes the prosecution of a man, Hoff by name, I 
think, in Genesee, Ill, by the Humane society, of 
that state, three years ago last summer. One of the 
society’s agents had his attention drawn to this sol- 
itary case of dehorning, and went to the spot to in- 
vestigate. Hoff showel him his cattle, enlarged 
upon the advantages of the operation and treated 
the inquirer with some Consideration until he 
learned his business, when he summarily ejected 
him from the premises. With no revenge- 
ful feeling whatever, I am _ convinced, the 
agent laid the case before the society, and the man 
was prosecuted. Hoffcame to Chicago three times 
to have the case postponed, the last time on the 
ground that his wife was dangerously ill. It was 
afterward ascertained that his wife, on the day re- 
ferred to, had driven him herself to the station. 
Meantime he had been inducing one farmer after 
another to try dehorning, and at last implicated so 
many, that an impartial fury could not be im- 
pane!led, and the society lost the ease. Since that 
time the barbarous custom has extended to Wis- 
consin, andis, I belfeve, largely practiced. The 
royal veterinary college of Scotland has condemned 
the practice in the strongest language, and we have 
written for further information on the subject. 
Our course of action in the matter will largely de- 
pend on the reply to our inquiry.)

LITERARY PROPERTY, 


An Appeal From the American Copyright 
League. 

The following circular has just been issued 
by the American Copyright league. It fs addressed 
to book readers generally: 

The Arrerican Copyright league, which Includes 
among it; members the authors of America, asks 
from ull good eitizens who desire the development 
of Amer.can literature and regard the good name 
of Ameriean people, their personal and active aid 
in securinginternational cepyright. : 

Tie United States is at present the only nation, 
itseif possessing a literature of importance and 
makinz a large use of the literature of the world, 
which bas done nothing to recognize and protect by 
law the rights, international as well as national, of 
authors of whose production it enjoys th» benefit. 
In declining to assure compensation to foreign 
authors whose books are read here, it has debarred 
itself from claiming for its own authors recognition 
and protection abroad, and it has placed them dt a 
disadvantage at home suffered by no other Ameri- 
can craftsmen, 

International copyright is needful: 

1. To raise ogt own country to the standard of na- 
tional morality and of interuational fair play main- 
tained by all other civilized nations, now united in 
the International Copsright union. 

», For the wholesome|development of our national 
literature, now hampered by the fact that those 
who must earn their living by their pen cannot de- 
vote themselves to producing books if their products 
must compete with books on which no payment is 
made to the producer, 

3. In justice to American authors, who ask for 
their products no government ‘‘bounty” and no 
“protection,’’ in the sonse of the privilege of taxing 
the products of foreign writers, but only a fair field 
for theirown in this country and abroad, and a fair 
chance to make auihorshinp in America a self- 
supporting’profes ion, instead of a by-calling at the 
end of a day's toiling in other fields. 

4. In justice to foreign authors, wh» are entitled 
to receive from Americans who fread and bene- 
fit by their books the same fair payment an Ameri- 
can would expect to make on any other article, as 
clothes or pictures, which he buys from foreign pro- 
ducers. 

5. In orderto widen the circulation of the best 
new literature, American and international, by the 
lessening of price which would ensue, in the case 
of original American books, from distributing the 
first cost among the greater number of copies for 
which sale would be secured among American read- 
ers if they were not diverted by the cheap reprints 
of poor English novels; and in the case of books of 
international importance, whether from American, 
English or continental writers, by giving a basis of 
law to business arrangements for sharing the ex- 

ense of production among the several nations 
interested, 

We have been told that the American peopie will 
not cren! this justice lestit might prevent ‘‘cheap 
books.’’ We believe, on the contrary, that the 
American people are willing topay for what they 
get, and willagree that ‘‘there is one thing better 
than a cheap book, and that is a book honestly 
come by.’”’ Butthe example of France and Germa- 
ny, countries whose literature is fully protected by 
international copyright, and whose books are the 
cheapest in the world, shows that the price of books 
depends not upon the copyright; but upon the na- 
ture of the public demand. American readers want 
cheap books adapted to their special requirements. 
This demand will be met. Authors and 
publishers will profit by wider sales, though 
at smaller prices for the individual book. 
Any increase of price because of inter- 
vational copyright will be almost exclusively in the 
cheapest issue of foreign fiction, un-American and 
in many cases undesirable for American readers, 
while no copyright law can in any degree affect the 
prices of pastor future editions of books already 
published. Translations of Zola’s future novels 
may cost 50 cents instead of 25 cents, but as an off- 
set for this misfortune, more American fiction will 
be sold, and cheap reprints of ephemeral English

A monop- 
oly, in the current sense of the word, is the setting 
apart by law of certain natural productsor facilities, 
or of certain proyerty of the commonwealth, 
which, in the absence of such a law, would be open 
toall. This does notapply toan author's control 
of his productions any more than toa shoemaker's 
contend of the pair of shoes which he makes. The 
man who earns his living by his asks only the same 
fair play that is given the man _ who 
earns his living by his hands. A domes- 
tic copyright tothe writer of the history of the 
United States, or an international copyright to the 
writer Of a history of England, debars no other au- 
thor from writing a history of either country; it 
does not grant a ‘‘monopoly.’’ The author asks 
oniy payment for the service he has done, and not 
for any restriction of the work of others; in fact, 
one reason for paying him is that it encourages 
others to write. 

Every American citizen has a practical interest in 
this reform. Wedesire to impress upon congrtess 
the fact that the publie opinion of intelligent read- 
ers is. in its favor. Weask each reader to do his part, 
either by joining the league, which welcomes read 
ers as wellas writers of books, or by signifving to 
its secretary his willingness to sign the memorial 
for international copynmght. or still better by writing 
at once to his senators and representatives in con 
gress, urging them to vote fcr such a measure, The 
league appeals to the honor, the patriotism 
and the business common sense of Amcrican read- 
ers in behalf of international copyright, and it be- 
lieves tha? such an appeal will not be heard in vain 
by the American people.

SHOTGUNS AND PISTOLS | 


Figure Prominently and Promis- 
cuously Near Austell. 


A LIVELY THREE DAYS WAR, 


in Which No One is Hart—A Biind Tiger 
Raided and the Tiger's Friends 
Arise In Armas. 


A bioodless, but exciting and thrilling, war 
has been in progress in Cobb and Dougias 
counties since Friday morning last, Austell 
and Salt Springs being the battle grounds. 

Hostilities were temporarily suspended yes- 
terday. 

For along time past a blind tiger has been 
in operation abeut half way between Austell 
and Sait Springs. The tiger was located in a 
grove some distance from the road, and was 
owned, so it is said, by aman named James. 
Both Cobb and Douglas counties @re dry, and 
during the summer season, when the hotels at 
Austell and the springs are crowded, there is 
demand for an occasional drink. This fact 
led tothe illicit sale of liquor and the man 
who made the venture in the business built 
for himself a small hut deep down in a 
grove neat the road. The building was small 
and so obscurely situated that a person 
unacquainted with its existence might 
ass within fifty yards without discover- 
- it. It was so constructed that the interior 
was perfectly hidden from view of those stand- 
ing against the wall outside. At one end a 
small trough was arranged which could be 
pulled in and pushed out, and through this 
trough all transactions were carried on. The 
man in the inside of the building could not be 
geen by the purchaser outside, neither conld 
the man on the outside be seen by the vender 
of the contraband truck. The manipulator 
of the cage was extremely cautious during the 
winter season ,but during the summer the busi- 
nea was carried on more openly. A sign was 
even swung to a tree on the railroad, and upon 
the sign were painted the woods: 

‘Blind tiger to the left.’’ 

A month or so ago a party of boys secured 
whisky at the place, and after becoming thor- 
oughly drunk went to Austell and to the 
springs, and behaved in a manner most disa- 

reeable to everybody. The good people of 

he two towns became thoroughly disgusted 

with the affair and began discussing plans to 
abolish it. The building was located in Doug- 
las county, about half way between Salt 
Springs and Austell. Salt Springs is in Doug- 
jas and Austell in Cobb county, and the peo- 
ple of Cobb hoped that the Douglas citizens 
would take some action in the matter. They 
were slow to doso, however, andon Friday the 
Cobb county people took steps to break 
up the place. The blind tiger, how- 
ever, had its friends, and the Austell 
folks found the task a ghard one, in fact, so 
hard that they were compelled to abandon the 
fight without accomplishing their purpose.

THE AIR-LINE “BELLE.” 


A New System of Continuous Train Heating 
Being Tested on This Popular Train. 


With a view of avoiding danger from fire in 
case of collision or other accidents to passenger 
trains, the Richmond and Danville railroad 
has for some time past been experimenting 
with several devices in order to render unnec- 
essary the use of stoves in the cars. The idea 
is to subject them to such tests this winter 
that all trains may be equipped during the 
coming summer with that system which 
promises the best results. The first train so 
fitted up on this end of the road is the ‘‘Air- 
Line Belle” with what is known as 

MARTIN’S ANTI-FIRE SYSTEM. 

The principal feature in which this differs 
from other systems is inthe manner in which 
the cars are connected together; a flexible 
arrangement of brass piping is substituted for 
the less reliable hose. Ineach car is a steam 
coil arranged under the seats where it is out of 
the way. Each car is regulated separately, 
and the temperature is completely under the 
control of the train crew. 

In the test made yesterday, everything 
worked very smoothly,and it was impossible 
to detect any difference in the steaming of the 
engine when the cars were using steam most 
freely. ¥ 

This train runs regularly between Atlanta 
and Lula, leaving the car shed daily at 4:30 
p-m., at which time the system can be in- 
spected. 

M@Mr John Holt, who equipped this train at 
the Manchester shops, came to Atlanta to ex- 
hibit this system. 

Master Mechanic Gibbs, Master of Trains 
Lockard, and General Foreman O’Brien, of 
the Richmond and Danville railroad went with 
the train on its first trip. They express them- 
selves as highly pleased with the system.

Necessity for Prompt Action In 
Baseball Matters. 


THE EXACT STATUS OF AFFAIRS 


Negotiation for Managers and FPlayers—The 
Subseription to the Stock—Unanimous 
Sentiment for a Club. 

The present week will decide the fate of the 
Atlanta Baseball club. 

The gentlemen who have put up the club’s 
guarantee and have agreed to Bee that Atlanta 
is well represented in the Southern league will 
do all in their power to make good this prom- 

¢@se, but to do this they must have the hearty 
support, not only of all lovers of the national 
game, but of the citizens in general. 

There is no need of arguing the necessity of 
aclubin Atlanta—upon that question all are 
agreed. Atlanta should have a good club, 
and must have it. ? 

The plan of organization has been explained 
in these columns. The association will be a 
stock company, with the capital stock $5,000, 
issued inshares of $25each. The stock is 
non-assessable, the liability of holders ending 
with the payment of the amount subscribed. 
The yalue of stock has been placed at $25, so 
as to enable many people to become interested, 
who feel that they camnot afford to invest as 
much’ as $100 in theclub. With the stock 
generally distributed the burden, should there 
be a loss, will be borne by the many and will 
not fall upon a few, as in past seasons. Every 
lover of baseball ought to be willing to give 
$25 for the opportunity to see baseball; but it 
need not be a gift, for basecall can be made to 
pay. 

The experiences of past seasons show that 
there have been many expenditures which 
proved to be needless and extravagant. Expe- 
riences are useful, and the club this year will 
be able to steer clear of those needless ex- 
penses, and thus make a vast difference in the 
club’s finances. 

But the biggest difference will be made by 
the reserve rule, which enables Soutlrern 
league clubs to hold good players whom they 
may have signed. This places a Southern 
league club on an equal footing with a club of 
the National league or American association, 
and if it has players wanted by the ‘big league’ 
clubs, those clubs will have to pay for them. 
This is an advantage the Southern league 
has never before had, and it is one that will 
make a big difference in the condition of the 
club’s treasury. 

Baseball, then, can and will be made to pay 
and stock in the club will be a good invest- 
ment. 

Negotiations are pending with two of the 
best managers in the country, both of whom 
want tocome to Atlanta, but the gentlemen 
who have taken hold of the matter do not feel 
like making any contract with either man- 
ager or player until assured that the necessary 
backing will be forthcoming. A vigorous ef- 
fort will, therefore, be made today and tomor- 
row to place the stock of the club. As hereto- 
fore announced, subscribers to four shares and 
more will be entitled to a season ticket. It is 
earnestly hoped that everybody who can pos- 
sibly do so will subscribe to the steck. 

The existence of the club depends upon th® 
work of the next few days.

“The truth of the matter is that Berry paid 
no bills between Chattanooga and Atlanta, 
and he hadn’t paid a single bill in Atlanta 
until after he was arrested. I donot profess 
to be so learned a lawyer, nor of so high digni- 
ty, as his honor of the city court. But, s still, 
I think I know the law governing such cases,

“What does Judge Van Epps seem to think 
is the matter?” 

‘The idea is that the justices seem to think 
that this law about cheating and swindling is 
merely a convenient contrivance to extort pay- 
ments from such people as Berry.

Yet, he came not to praise him. Wy not’ 
Because he was ambitious and was a usurper 
of authority and reigned to glorify himself, 
We § ean do more than Anto- 
ny. The man whom we come 
here to honor knew no unlawful 
ambition. He aspired to greatness and fame, 
but not for his own sake.. He strove for the 
advancement of his country’s good and for the 
elory of his God. One of thé most potent ele- 
ments in his character was self-possessicn. He 
was the monarch of himself, therefore he was 
a true potentate. Hewasa born leader, a king 
among men. He had the power to rule the 
thoughts, the feelings and the actions of other 
men, because he was master of himself. he 
ideal man, according to Spenser, is he who has 
absolute supremacy over himself. ‘To acquire 
this self-supremacy is the end of education. 
No man ever filled out the proportions of this 
ideal man better than Dr. Mell did. He was 
a man of unflinching bravery. I have seen him 
tempted under fire, fighting in the eye of the 
enemy, yet calm as a statue, where most men 
would have yielded. He was. distinguished 
for thoughtfulness for all men. He was known 
personally: to all the eight hundred 
members of the convention. He was 
a friend of young preachers. I never knew a 
man Who could minister more comfort to the 
hearts of young preachers, who were distrust- 
ful of their own abilities, and were struggling 
under the weight of new responsibilities. Yet 
Dr. Mell was not without enemies. Every 
man worth anything has enemies. Some ol 
his were malignant, who pursued him to the 
solitude of the grave. He wasfar seeing. He 
loved to draw pictures of the future of this 
commonwealth. He loved to speak of the 
vreatness of Georgia and to look 
future. Washington Irving, just before he 
died, standing near New York, said he would 
like to be able to come back in fifty years, to 
see what changes would be wrought Dr. 
Hawthorne read the following resolutions, 
which were adopted: 3 

“On January 26, 1888, Patrick Hughes Mell, D. D. 
L.L. D., in the midstof his family, neighbors and 
fellow-workers in the great cause of education, left 
his earthly toil to enter the rest that remaineth to 
the people of God. As his death is a calamity to the 
whole state, which he served with distingviciied 
fidelity, it is proper that here, at the caniial of the 
commonwealth, there should be some appropriate 
recognition of our comimon loss, While he was a 
Baptist of uncompromising Loyalty to the doctrines 
and polity of his denomination, like 
every true Baptist, his Christian fe! 
lowship extended to all lovers of our Lord 
and Savior, Jesus Christ. His spirit was so catholic, 
aud lislabows so unsectariav, that his death is 
deenly deplored by God's people of every name. 

In hjix capacity as an educator, standing at the 
head of a great institution of learning endowed and 
ff'‘ered | y the state, he displayed an ability both to 
each and govern that inspired Confidence aud ad- 
muration in the heart of alinost every Georgian. Be

Judge Hammond's Remarks. 

The chairman introduced Judge 
Hammond, who spoke as follows: 

“It was my good fo. tume, for two yearsfand a half, 
to know Dr. Mell as pre¢eptor and instructor, and 
during that time I formed a regard and attachment 
forhim which will always be to me notonlva 
pleasani remeéimbranee, but a real Inspiration. The 
beneficial infginenee gta lice and character, such as 
his was, is undeniably not only vast, but inealeu 
lable Coming in contact with young men, who 
are prone to reverence high qualities, and are easily 
lmpressed with what is really noble and ereatina 
hfman life, it would be truly extraordinary if it 
should fail t6 powerfully influence them ifn all 
their afte: lite and «hiracter. Tie world owes more 
to its great it educators and 
instructors of ' ancl young man- 
hood or womanhood, ii we Can easily compre- 
hend or thoroughly appreciate, unless we take a 
much broader aud more caretul view of the subject 
than we can get trom the standpoint of a mere 
easualor unthinking observer. Their importance 
as great factors in the working out of the high des 
tiny or our race, untrequently overlooked, 
and seidom estimated at its true value. Content to 
stand es'de, out cf the busy thoroughfares of life. 
where most men find that pleasurable excitement 
and hoperul anticipation in the winning of 
wealth anid woridly honors, which con 
stitute the chief charm of their existence. 
they spend their time working for that which 
while less alluring to the sense, is far more enduring 
to the soul, and which happily grows brighter with 
the lapse of years, the reward of an appioi ing con- 
science, the erateful consciousness that the have 
done wbat they could to elevate society, and make 
ld better and brighter, by giving to it the 
most priceless ofall gifts, an edneated, liigh-minded 
honorable citizenry. 

Among this class of truly great men, Dr. Me!! was 
pre-eminently great.

There are some who 
think that a failure to prise up in - arms 
at evers fancied outbreak aQcrainst 
authority, and promptiy resent every indignity 
sought to be put upon them, whether real or imag- 
inary, is a Confession of weakness or cowardice, and 
thai discipline must be maintained at the end of 
the lash, either literal y or figuratively applied. 
Wanie they recornize in a general way, the law of 
kindoess, and the fact of the possibility of controll. 
ing human condyet by the application of that kind 
of tarce, still they think it Is easy to misapply it 
and their tendeney is, rather to restrict than to ex. 
tend it in its operation. They are too ready to class

Dr. Mell was not only a teacher capable of direct- 
ing the minds of young men into rich fields of intel- 
lectual thought, and creating in them that cesire 
for knowledge, which is the surest guaranty of suc- 
cess in the pursuit of it, but he was such an eXxem- 
plarand living embcdiment of the great truths to 
which 1 bave referred, as to make him, as it seems 
to me, vot only great in respect thereto, oyt 
specially and pre-emineutly so. 

The immediate effect produced upon all by reason 
ofthis ouality, or characterisic in him, was most 
marked and remarkable. I never knew or beard that 
any one ever offered him any indignity or rebelled 
against his authority. Although he governed alone 
by kindness, vet his kindness was never abused, 
and his government was absolute and complete. 
His word was undisputed law, and 580 
ereat was the feverence for him that by 
tacit consent even the rough jokes and pleasantries, 
considered legitimate among college students, were

entire college. Eyen the very worst among the stu- 
dents, (and there are, unfortunately, always some 
whore utterly regardless of propriety, and rebel 
lous against all authority,) respected bim, and could 
never find itin their hearts to treat hia otherwise 
than politely and courteously.

A NEW PLAN TO REDUCE THE SURPLUS, 

Mr. Henderson, of North Carolina, intro- 
daced a bill this morning to divide the sur- | 
plus money in the treasury between the states | 
{yn proportion to their illiteracy. The princi- | 
ple of the bill only differs from the Blair bill | 
ip that it does not require the states to give 
any pledges. Mr. Henderson says he is in 
favor of the Blair bill himself, but introduced 
this one in order to give the members of the 
committee on education, who want the money 
distributed, but who fear to support the Blair 
bill on eclucational grounds, a chance to yote, 
Mr. Henderson expects many who object to 
the Blair bill to favor this, and there is a’ 

robability of its being adopted as a substitute. 

Georgians are not probably aware of the 
fact that Georgia is the most illiterate state in 
the union, and that if the surplise is divided 
among the respective states for educational 
purposes, she will get nearly oye-tenth of the 
entire amount. She is, however, ably seconded 
by North Carolina. 

ASKING FOR APPROPRIATIONS, 

Both Judge Stewart and Mr. Crenshaw ar- | 
guge this morning before the public building | 
committee the necessity of enlarging Atlan- 
ta’s building.

REDEEMING MUTILATED COINS. 

Mr. Norwood today introd uced a bill in the 
house that the holders of any silver coin ofthe 
United States of smaller denomination than 
one dollar, which have become worn, defaced, 
punched or otherwise mutilated, may be ex- 
changed at the treasury for new coin equal to 
the coinage value of the mutilated coin by 
Weight. 

Mr Candler introduced a bill to establish an 
assay office at Gainesville, Ga., which author- 
izes that quarters for the same be secured at a 
sum not to exceed $25,000; also. a bill torefund 
ail outstanding four per cent bonis at two and 
one-half per cent, which was wired you las 
evening.
